Moses Mi liken, who was employed here at F'q?- 
pcn'll for 52 years and recently retired, used to 
deliver milk daily to these tenement’- Tor his father 
who owned a large dairy farm. It is interesting to 
non- that Mnw* delivered 32b quarts each morning 
at the talc of five cents a quart. 

Water to these Mocks wa* supplied fnm the reser¬ 
voir owned by BqjpereEl which was located across 
from the present birch Street ach' 4 I be Laconia 
a* well as live IV|f|«rdl had pumps which took the 
Water f runs [lie river and forced it tip the water main 
on Washington Street to the reservoir. The home of 


Agent \S'ilI iani P. Haines and others along [1 m- rout* 
were supplied with water f r^rfll thiiS source. 

In the cellar of the Ikcmling Blocks were brick 
tanks- in which the tenants' clmlie-s were washed. 
Hels f nnrn rhe river presented a problem at lime*. tor 
they got into the pipe* and prevented the flow «f 
water. I his was especklly had if it occurred on 
Saturday when evt-Tyone was all ready to take hi* nr 
her lratlt. But yiiti couldn't fool the tenants, for an 
extra barrel filled with water was kept in each house 
for such an emergency. Incidentally, thtse were used 
pork lorrels. When the Feppcrel! system whk cxsis- 
verted to the city water work* aEwint l-KM?, eels no 
longer caused discomfort for the tenants. 

Weekly rental costs at the houses were S2.50 for 
men and S2.G0 for women. The cost for board was at 
a minimum., for the rati* were *ix dimicr* for a 
dollar or about 3" renl* each. Breakfast or M|p[K-r 
wss 12 cents. 

In the rear of earli Mock was a one-story shed 
originally constructed -of wood Iml later replaced hy 
a iwn-sMory lirick one, built by John Garstde, grand¬ 
father of Arthur Garsitle who i* now employed in 
the Larding department of the Sheeting division.
